HEN Grant left the White House, 
freed from public care for the 
his uppermost 
wish was to visit his daughter, Mrs. 
Nellie Sartoris, in England, where he 
was surprised by the public welcome 
that greeted his arrival. He was “puz- 
zied to find himself a personage,” said 
James Russell Lowell. But his politi- 
cal friends were quick to see in his 
tvlumphs abroad a chance to restore 
their own prestige at home, and they 
urged him on until he had completed 
a tour of the world, which remains, 
perhaps, unequaled in brilliance. AS 
he went his way from London to 
Tokyo, emperors and kings honored 
him. 

Coming home after a three years’ 
absence, he weakly yielded to the 
politicians who were using his name 
in a desperate adventure to regain 
power for the “Stalwart” faction of 
the Republican party. But the unwrit- 
ten law against a third term was vin- 
dicated in his defeat in the Republican 
convention of 1880. 

Failing the White House, he was 
tempted by a “young Napoleon of 
Finance” into the whirlpool of New 
York and to become a partner in a 
Wall street bank.
